Series 1 is out now; six toys in 
total, three different toys each with 
a specific color variation (Monkey 
Assassin, Robot Gorilla, Science 
Guy). Series 2 is currently being 
worked on and that series will include 
three new characters and should be 
out in late January. 

Where can we get your toys? 

Right now you can get them over at 
monkeyvsrobot.net. I like the fact that 
it’s small enough that I know where 
most of the toys go. I love getting the 
mail and seeing the orders come. I 
think that right now having it small 
and personal is important.

How did you get involved with the orchid biz? 

This is our family business. Dad is a famous guy for what 
he does. He’s sort of like the Joey Ramone of orchids. 
Actually, maybe he’s more like the Ian 
Mackaye, because he is straight-edge and 
doesn’t drink or smoke. He’s done all sorts 
of orchid collecting where he would go to 
some crazy tropical jungle, eat iguanas, 
sleep in caves, catch some weird disease, 
and give away my hot wheels cars to 
natives in exchange for rare plants. These 
days, stuff isn’t done that way. My idea of 
collecting is flying to Hawaii, staying in an 
expensive hotel with multiple water-slides, 
visiting a grower, taking him out to a fancy 
fusion restaurant, and getting him drunk 
on whiskey. It’s a job. Another story about 
my dad, he was a consultant on that Spike 
Jonze movie, “Adaptation”. One of the details in the movie 
is that the crazy orchid grower’s van is really messy. At one 
point the prop people asked us if we had any old papers 
they could use to put on the dashboard so it would look 
real filthy. So my father and I got a box and just took all of 
the stuff off of his dashboard and gave it to them. That is 
some very authentic clutter! 


Do you find any correlation between punk and 
horticulture?

Comparing 
the two groups, though, I’d have to say the 
orchid hobbyists are by far more strange.

What’s your favorite orchid?

Barbara’, AM/AOS, B/CSA, of course, 
because my father named it after me.

• 11/2 cup room temp NYC water 

• 2 1/2 teaspoons granulated sugar 

• 2 1/2 teaspoons salt 

• 1 tablespoon olive oil 

• 4 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 

• 1/2 teaspoon active dry yeast

• 1 15oz can Tomato Sauce 

• 1 15oz can Whole Peeled Tomatoes in juice (drained 
and well crushed, use your hands!)

• 2 tablespoon Olive Oil 

• 1 tablespoon Dry Oregano 


• 1 tablespoon Dry Basil 

• 1 tablespoon Fresh Basil (chopped) 

• 1 1/2 tablespoon Sugar 

• 1/4 cup Red Wine 

• 2 1/2 teaspoons garlic powder 
Cheese 

• lib Whole Milk Mozzarella cheese (shredded) 

CRUST 

In a glass mix water and sugar and yeast till all is dissolved, let sit for 15 
minutes, then add salt and olive oil and add to flour in a large bowl. Knead 
for about 10 minutes adding flour if necessary, dough should be soft but 
not too sticky. Separate into 2 pieces and roll into ball by folding it in half 
over and over getting all the air out. When it’s a solid ball place into a 
bowl that’s coated with olive oil, coat dough with oil as well then cover 
with plastic and let sit out for 1/2 an hour or so then refrigerate (for best 
results use the next day, but the dough should stay good for about 3 days). 
Take dough out of fridge about 1 12 an hour before you plan to use. 

Preheat a pizza stone in a 550 degree oven for 1 hour. Place a dough 
ball on a lightly floured surface and sprinkle a light coating of flour on 
top. Working from the edges to the center, press dough into a circle 
(each piece of dough should stretch out to about 16”). Coat a large pizza 
piel (paddle) and place the flattened dough onto the flour. Spread sauce 
(simply mix all sauce ingredients together and use) over crust and top 
with cheese and desired toppings. Gently shake the pizza piel from side 
to side, to make sure it isn’t sticking to the board. Slide the pizza from the 
piel directly onto the stone in the oven. Bake in 550 degree oven for 10 
minutes, until crust is golden.
